it was latched or not-” 


T h eir children, Carol Ann and

Chris, especially, feels it a per­ 
sonal duty to be among those pre­

lives from one 
fam ily night to the second during 
the year for a ride on the big 
fire trucks. 
Rudy has been a m em ber of the 
V F D since 1939 and since he is 
probably living closest to the fire 
station, usually is the first one 
there when the whistle shrills.

They also took 
the mules from Mr. Wilmer who 
was a freighter. It was about mid­ 
night when Andreas came to Ni­ 
cholas' home and told him of the 
Indian raid and returned home to 
care for his own. He had 2 hors­ 
es in a small trap and had train­ 
ed them to come up at a whistle. 
He gave the whistle and the pon­ 
ies came and were tied for safety. 
He then took his gun, loaded with 
buckshot and hid in the shade of 
a giant live oak about 50 yards 
from where the horses were tied- 
it 
was 
a 
beautiful 
moonlight 
night—to lay in wait of the en­ 
emy. With his shotgun across his 
lap and his hand on the trigger, 
the sturdy pioneer watched and 
waited for the Indians who would 
have to come by him if they 
wanted the horses. A rail fence 
partially 
protected him. 
These 
were called rail or panel fences 
made of posts and poles. No wire 
fences. TTiey came in 1881. After 
several hours, the horses seemed 
to be disturbed, casting a look 
north of the pasture fence—Indi­ 
ans! Nicholas readied his gun. 
The horses were frantic. The In­ 
dians were near. He saw them 
coming in a trot, stooping near 


small service to him. 
Besides being a pioneer Castro 
colonist and an Indian fighter, he 
was a veteran of the war with 
Mexico in l846-’48, and because of 
that service, became a pensioner 
of the Federal government. 
In his old age he retired from 
ranch life and made his home 
with a widowed daughter, the late 
Mrs. Barbara Hans, who lived 
just across the river near the 
highway 
crossing 
east of 
the 
town of Castroville. 
In 1901, this columnist secured 
his first license as a Notary Pub­ 
lic and his third official act after 
being appointed was to certify to 
Mr. Haby’s pension claim. 
To render this service, he had 
to take his seal in hand, walk 
over to Mrs. Hans’ home, fording 
the river just below where the 
bridge now stands, and witness 
the old gentleman’;, signature on 
his voucher claim; he was too 
weak from age to get up from 
his bed to write his name.

Their tracks were seen 
in the fields, and the dogs barked 
all night. These Indians were of 
the Kickapoo tribe. 
The descendants of the Haby 
brothers number in the hundreds 
and are scattered to the remote 
sections of Texas and are of the 
most reliable citizens, loved and 
respected by all.
